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Assembly  Is  Budget  Watchdog 


Now  that  the  ASBYU  Assembly  has 
passed  this  year’s  studentbody  budget,  it 
is  hoped  that  they  will  begin  working  on 
the  formulation  of  next  year’s. 

When  the  change  from  the  Senate  to 
the  Assembly  was  being  discussed  last  year, 
the  main  reason  for  continuing  the  legisla- 
tive body  was  that  it  would  be  of  value  in 
determining  the  budgetary  matters.  It  was 
felt  that  the  Assembly  could  organize  com- 
mittees to  investigate  completely  the  many 
different  areas  to  which  student  body  funds 
are  allocated. 

These  areas  include  all  student  body  pro- 
jects and  programs.  In  addition,  there  are 
some  groups  which  receive  studentbody 
funds,  but  which  have  no  student  control. 
These  areas  should  receive  close  attention. 

The  purpose  of  this  study  should  be  to 
analyze  the  impact  and  effectiveness  of  the 


program  on  the  student.  If  a program 
should  be  receiving  funds  from  other  sourc- 
es rather  than  the  student  budget,  this  rec- 
ommendation could  be  presented  to  the  pro- 
per authorities.  The  examination  should  not 
be  limited  to  finding  areas  to  cut  the  bud- 
get, but  it  should  also  recommend  budget 
increases  where  needed. 

There  are  many  areas  where  student 
money  is  not  being  used  as  effectively  as 
possible.  The  Assembly  is  the  body  that  can 
find  these  areas  and  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  correct  the  situation. 

If  this  procedure  is  followed,  next  year’s 
student  budget  will  be  allocated  according 
to  need  and  purpose  rather  than  precedent 
and  will  reflect  the  needs  and  obligations  of 
the  student  body.  However,  if  the  Assembly 
fails  to  exercise  budgetary  perogative,  it 
has  no  reason  to  exist. 


Education  Is  Intellectual  Freedom 


A recent  letter  announces  the  appoint- 
ment of  a local  resident  to  a committee  that 
will  seek  funds  for  a scholarship  to  a pa- 
rochial school.  The  letter  reads  in  part: 
“The  school  is  affiliated  with  the  Chicago 
Board  of  Jewish  Education  . . .” 

We  continually  hear  such  terms  as  “Jew- 
ish education,”  “Catholic  education,”  “bus- 
iness education,”  “liberal  education,”  and 
even  “high  school  education”  and  “college 
education.”  All  these  terms  are  misnomers. 

It  is  understandable  that  Jews  should 
want  to  continue  the  knowledge  of  their 
rich  cultural  heritage.  It  is  equally  obvious 
that  Catholics,  Protestants,  Moslems  and 
all  other  adherents  of  the  world’s  multitudi- 
nous sects  hope  to  keep  alive  an  awareness 
of  the  doctrines,  theories,  policies  and  prac- 
tices that  set  apart  each  of  these  divisions 
of  the  search  for  the  ideal.  And  certainly 
no  one  can  become  a lawyer,  a physician,  a 
dentist,  or  a teacher  without  that  amount 
of  schooling  that  has  been  j udged  necessary 
for  the  attainment  of  proficiency.  But  the 
imparting  of  such  information  is  not  edu- 
cation. 

Just  what  is  education?  Books  have 
been  written  on  that  topic.  Educators  have 
expounded  endlessly  on  the  aim  of  their 


profession.  The  consensus  seems  to  be  that 
education  is  not  the  indoctrination  of  par- 
tisan beliefs.  It  is  not  the  promoting  of  sec- 
tarianism. It  is  not  the  nurturing  of  pride 
in  group  traditions.  And  it  isn’t  the  amass- 
ing of  information,  the  training  to  perform 
certain  acts,  or  the  acquisition  of  profes- 
sional skills. 

The  word  “education”  can  have  no  mod- 
ifier. It  is  an  absolute.  Education  is  learn- 
ing to  think — not  to  think  as  a Jew  or  as 
a Catholic  or  as  a Moslem  or  as  any  other 
member  of  a special  group.  Education  is 
learning  to  think  without  reference  to  party 
lines,  to  bias,  to  special  conditions — in  fact, 
to  think  in  spite  of  such  prejudicing  influ- 
ences, as  a free  seeker  after  truth. 

The  aim  of  education  is  freedom  from 
bias,  release  from  the  limitations  of  class 
and  sect  and  the  pressures  of  doctrines  and 
traditions.  So  the  term  “liberal  education” 
is  not  only  a misnomer,  it  is  a redundancy. 
Education  of  necessity  is  liberal,  dedicated 
to  the  freedom  to  seek  the  truth  that  frees 
us  from  error. 

All  other  phases  of  teaching  can  be 
only  training  in  restricted  areas  of  the 
learning  process.

“The  sharp  increase  in  the  de- 
mand for  information  service 
this  fall  at  BYU,  was  totally  un- 
expected and  simply  caught  us 
offguard,”  according  to  Sterling 
Workman,  director  of  Special 
Courses  and  Conferences. 

"UNTIL  THE  student  directory 
is  distributed,  usually  two  months 
after  the  beginning  of  school,  the 
requests  for  the  service  increases 
300  percent  over  the  normal  load, 
but  this  year  the  number  of  calls 
has  been  fantastic,”  said  Work- 
man. 

He  felt  it  was  in  the  areas  of 
budget  and  unexpected  increase 
in  demand  that  have  brought 
most  of  the  problems  from  his 
angle  and  complaints  from  the 
other  side. 

"AND  AT  THE  present  time 
we’re  doing  our  best  to  get  rid 
of  the  bugs  in  the  system,”  he 
said. 

A meeting  was  held  Monday  by 
those  involved  in  the  BYU  tele- 
phone system  from  the  Provo  tele- 
phone office  and  from  the  BYU 
PBX  and  information  systems. 

AT  THIS  meeting  the  parti- 
cipants began  a study  of  the  cam- 
pus phone  system  to  determine 
what  course  of  action  should  be 
taken  now  and  in  the  coming 
years. 

Recommendations  from  their 
completed  study  will  be  passed 
on  the  BYU  administration  for  its 
consideration. 

FROM  THIS  meeting  Workman 
felt  that,  “now  the  potential  of 
this  service  to  the  student  and 
faculty  could  finally  begin  to  be 
reached.” 

“One  of  the  major  helps  to  ac- 
complish this  goal  has  been  the 
employment  of  seven  additional 
coeds  in  the  past  two  weeks  to 
help  handle  the  overload  created 
this  fall,”  noted  Workman. 

TO  ACCOMMODATE  the  added 
requests  he  staffs  the  service 
with  one,  two  or  three  girls  to  a 
shift  according  to  the  busy  hours 
for  calls.  He  also  anticipated  hir- 
ing a third  girl  for  the  peak 
hours. 

The  service  is  now  operated 
from  8 a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  six  days 
a week  with  two  girls  on  duty 
from  8 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  daily.

TWELVE  IS  A MANY-SPLENDORED  THING 

Today  I begin  my  twelfth  year  of  writing  this  column  in 
your  campus  newspaper. 

These  dozen  years  have  passed  like  a dozen  minutes.  In 
fact,  I would  not  believe  so  much  time  has  gone  by  except 
that  I have  my  wife  nearby  as  a handy  reference.  When  I 
started  this  column,  she  was  a mere  slip  of  a girl— supple  as 
a willow  bough  and  fair  as  the  morn.  Today  she  is  gnarled, 
lumpy,  and  given  to  biting  the  postman.  Still,  I count  my- 
self lucky.  Most  of  my  friends  who  were  married  at  the  same 
time  have  wives  who  chase  cars  all  day.  I myself  have  never 
had  this  trouble,  and  I attribute  my  good  fortune  to  the 
fact  that  I have  never  struck  my  wife  with  my  hand.  I have 
always  used  a folded  newspaper,  even  during  the  prolonged 
newspaper  strike  of  1961  in  New  York.  During  this  journal- 
less period  I had  the  airmail  edition  of  the  Manchester  Guard- 
ian flown  in  daily  from  England.  I must  admit,  however, 
that  it  was  not  entirely  satisfactory.  The  airmail  edition  of 
the  Guardian  is  printed  on  paper  so  light  and  flimsy  that  it 
makes  very  little  impression  when  one  smacks  one’s  wife.

Six  Western  Athletic  Conference 
Career  records  already  have  been 
surpassed  this  year,  with  the  sea- 
son barely  half  over,  Commission- 
er Paul  W.  Brechler  announced 
Tuesday. 

THREE  OF  the  records  are  now 
held  by  two  juniors,  who  have  the 
rest  of  this  season  and  all  of  the 
next  to  improve  their  marks. 

Ben  Hawkins,  Arizona  State  half- 
back, and  Kent  Oborn,  Brigham 
Young  safety,  have  bagged  two 
career  records  each;  and  Stan 
Quintana,  New  Mexico  quarter- 
back, and  Woody  King,  Arizona 
safety,  now  hold  one  each.  Hawkins 
and  Quintana  are  seniors,  and 
Oborn  and  King  are  juniors. 

OBORN,  WITH  35  punt  returns 
for  444  yards  has  surpassed  the 
career  records  set  by  former  Ariz- 
ona safety,  Rickie  Harris,  for  most 
punt  returns  (32)  and  most  punt- 
return  yardage  (301).  Oborn  has  15 
games  left  in  his  collegiate  career. 

Hawkins,  during  his  collegiate 
career,  to  date,  has  caught  79  for- 
ward passes  for  1279  yards,  to  ecli- 
pse the  three-year  marks  set  by 
Utah’s  Roy  Jefferson  for  the  most 
pass  receptions  (67)  and  most 
yards  gained  by  passes  caught 
(1127).  He  has  four  more  games  in 
which  to  improve  the  marks. 

KING,  BARELY  half  way 
through  his  collegiate  career,  has 
intercepted  ten  enemy  aerials,  to 
replace  Gene  Frantz,  former  BYU 
back,  in  the  conference  record 
book.  Frantz,  who  played  from  1960 
to  1962,  had  nine  interceptions. 

Quintana  has  accumulated  198 
yards  for  the  most  career  mileage 
on  pass-  interception  returns  and 
should  improve  the  record  in  the 
five  remaining  games  of  his  care- 
er.
